Morgan & Co.. and Charles S. Fair- 
child, formerly secretary of the treas- 
ury, and ,1 trustee of the New York 
Life Insurance company, were indicted" 
today by the grand Jury, charged with 
forgery in the third degree. The in- 
dictments were based 
on 
what is 


known as the Prussian bond transac- 
tion, in which it is charged tHat i 
false statement was made by the New 
York Life Insurance company in order 
to satisfy the government of Prussia 
as to the securities held by that com- 
pany. 


The Indictments were reported to 


Recorder Goff, while another case was 
being heard by the recorder. 
This 


hearing was suspended while the re- 


corder listened to the report of the 
grand jury. The jury reported six in- 
dictments against each of the accused 
men. 


Policyholders Were Benefited. 


Accompanying the indictments was 


the following statement: 


"The grand jury respectfully pre- 


sents that in filing a bill of indict- 
ments against two persons for offenses 
committed in connection with the af- 
fairs of the New York Life Insurance 
company, that accepting the law of 
these cases as advised by the district 
attorney, they felt contsrained to find 
the indictment this day filed. The 
grand jurors, however, desire to re- 
cord their conviction that in doing the 
acts charged the defendants were in- 
fluenced by a desire to benefit the pol- 
Icyholders of the New York Life In-

SCHOOL FUNDS LOW 


BECAUSE FINES 


GOJPAIO 


Speaker to State Teachers 


Discusses a Source of 


Bigger Pay. 


Indianapolls, 
Dec. 
28.—Lotus 
D. 


Xtoffman. superintendent of the 
city 


schools of Connersvllle. In an address 
before the State Teachers' association 
today, paid particular attention to the 
now neglected means of raising reve- 
nues for the public schools. 


He vigorously attacked those courts 


and prosecutors who permit fines to 
go uncollocted or remit them entirely, 
while the prosecutors' fees are collect- 
ed, thus filling the pockets of the offi- 
cials, while tho schools suffer. 


Dr. Henry Vandyke was the speaker 


this afternoon at the big meeting of 
teachers In Tomllnson hall. His sub- 
ject was "Poetry and Human Inter- 
course." 
It was intended that Gov- 


ernor Hanly should preside at this 
meeting, but illness prevented his l 
ing present. 


How to Secure More Money. 


Mr. Coffman said: 
"There are just two avenues open 


to us today with which to secure more 
money to support and maintain the 
schools. One is by additional legisla- 
tion and the other by stopping the 
leakages existing under the present 
laws. 
Both will probably be needed 


before we secure all the funds neces- 
sary. The commission may effect t 
first, but an enraged public opinion, 
coupled with legislation of a minor 
character, is the only thing that will 
bring relief from the second condi- 
tion. 


"The losses and the leaks are start- 


ling in the aggregate, and the irregu- 
lar and dishonest practices 
resorted 


to to evade the payments of legitimate 
fees and taxes portray a rapidly de- 
generating class of mankind. In every 
city, county and township in the state 
money which should accrue to 
the 


various schools is being lost, diverted 
or not collected. 


Fines Mishandled. 


"One of the commonest losses re- 


sults from a mishandling of fines and 
forfeitures. 
Offenses 
• committed 


against the state are finable and the 
statutes provide that all moneys- ac- 
cruing from this source and from for- 
feitures shall be converted into 
the 


common school fund. 
There are in 


-the state 
about 
fourteen 
hundred 


judges of circuit courts, police judges, 
mayors and justices of the peace, all 
of whom have the right to assess and 
collect fines. A general abuse prac- 
ticed almost universally by these of- 
ficers Is the remission of fines. 


"Under the constitution of the state 


the only officer authorized to remit 
fines and forfeitures is the governor. 
In actual practice many courts allow 
the prisoner to go free on suspended 
sentence or remit the fines when pro- 
vision has been made for the pay- 
ment of the costs. At other times an 
agreement is entered into with the 
prisoner to pay all or part of the 
prosecutor's fee and th» fine Is remit- 
ted. 
At still other times an arrange- 


ment Is made with the prosecutor and 
the indictment is quashed or the case 
la settled out of court."

Statistics of Commerce De- 


partment Show Falling 


Off in Business. 


Washington, Dec. ' 28.— The 
car 


shortage problem has had its Influence 
on 
tho 
movement of internal com- 


merce during the past month, accord- 
Ing to a statement Issued today by the 
bureau of statistics of the department 
of commerce and labor. 
While the 


statement declares it. is Impossible to 
determine to what extent Inadequate 
transportation facilities affected the 
movement of grain, live stock, meat 
products, and in some localities lum- 
ber and coal, in November, it says it 
can undoubtedly be affirmed that they 
would have been much heavier had 
the railroads been fully able to cope 
with the situation. 


A marked decline is shown in move- 


ments of certain important _ staples, 
when compared with November of last 
year, but an increase for the eleven 
months of the present year. The total 
live stock receipts at seven interior 
primary markets during November ag- 
gregated 3,534,117 head, a falling off 
of about three hundred thousand head 
from the same month of .last year. 
For the eleven months of the present 
year like arrivals aggregated 37,442,- 
129 head, compared with 37,089,707 
head for a like period in 1905. 


A considerable falling off is shown 


in shipments of packing house pro- 
ducts from Chicago during November, 
there being, a total of 218,110,712 
pounds against 296,060,362 for 
the 


same period in 1905. 


The, most 
noticeable 
decline 
is 


shown in receipts of grain, the total 
figures for fifteen interior 
markets 


during November having been 75,779,- 
424 bushels, showing a falling off of 
over ' 17,500,000 bushels in November, 
1905. 
For the eleven months of the 


present year grain receipts 
aggre- 


gated 
722,944,871 bushels exceeding 


like months in 1905 by more than 11,- 
500,000 bushels. 
Decreases occurred 


In the receipts of wheat, barley and 
rye, which were offset, however, by an 
increase in the receipts of corn and 
oats. 


Domestic cotton sight receipts dur- 


ing November amounted to 2,392,390 
bales against 2,193,896 In November of 
last year. November shipment of an- 
thracite coal from eastern producing 
regions totaled 5,182,153 tons, com- 
pared 
with 5,421,584 in November, 


1905.

violence. 
The cause of death coulr! 


be revealed only by an autopsy, it was 
believed. 


After an exhaustive examination of 


the ocupants of the Brown house, the 
police were satisfied that'none of the 
women there knew'anything of the af- 
fair!

ous Death at His Home in Philadel- 


phia After Long Illness 


Philadelphia.

2S.—President 


Alexander -.1. Cassatt. of the Pennsyl- 
•aflia Railroad company, died sudden- 
y this afternoon. The announcement 
of his death was made from his office 
shortly before 2 o'clock in the follow- 
ng bulletin: 


"Mr. A. ,1. Cassatt. president of th« 


Pennsylvania railroad, died suddenly 
of heart disease at, 1 p. m. today. The 
symptoms were those known to the 
profession as the Stokes-Adams syn- 
cope, and as is often the case under 
these circumstances, death was in- 
stantaneous." 
Mr. Cassat died in his city residence 
at 202 West. Rittenhouse square, sur- 
rounded by the members of the family, 
who were at home at. the time. Ho 
was attended by Dr. J. H. Musser. of 
this city. 


Recently Took Whooping Cough. 
Mr. Cassatt had been ailing ever 


since he came from his summer home 
at Bar 
Harbor, on 
September 20. 


While at the 
Maine resort he con- 


tracted 
whooping cough 
from his 


grandchildren and was still suffering 
from its effects when he arrived home. 
This attack left him in a weakened 
condition and he did not go to his of- 
fice at Broad street station, ia this 
city, for severaPiveeks. but on the ad- 
vice of his physicians, remained at 
his country home at Haverford, near 
the city. 


Early in October Mr. Cassatt felt 


much better and came regularly to his 
office for several weeks, when he was 
agnin attacked by illness, this lima 
with a heavy cold. His exact condi- 
tion was not publicly known and this 
gave rise to many rumers of his seri- 
ous illness and of his sudden death.

Denied Money, South Bend 


Lad Grows Violent and 


is Locked Up. 


South Bend, Ind., Dec. 28.—Angry 


because his parents refused to give 
him $100, Jed H. Ferryman, aged 17. 
yesterday became a raving 
maniac 


and attempted to murder bis mother 
and.father with a. hatchet, hut the 
timely arrival of neighbors prevented 
the double tragedy. Later he made 
another demand for the money, and 
again being 
refused 
threatened to 


blow the house to atoms with dyna- 
mite, but was again foiled. 
He was 


later arrested by the police, but put 
up a terrific fight before be was finally 
landed in jail. 


In view of the prominence of 
the 


family, the attempt of the youth to 
wipe out the family created intense 
excitement. The trouble began early 
In the day, when the young man arose 
from bed. He first asked his mother 
for the money, and she, thinking that 
he was joking, passed 
the matter 


lightly. A few minutes later the boy 
repeated bis demand, and, to her sur- 
prise, showed signs of violence, which, 
because of his previous gentleness to 
•ward her. Immediately aroused sus- 
picions in her mind that her sou had 
grown violently insane. 


Father Prevents Murder. 


Alarmed with a premonition that 


something terrible 
was 
to happen, 


Mrs. Ferryman sent for her husband, 
and he arrived in time to prevent the 
youth from carrying out his intention 
to kill his mother with the hatchet, 
which he had secured from the wood- 
shed. 
By this time it was realized 


that the boy was In a desperate f.umc 
of mind, and It was derided lo sum- 
mon the police. With 
J«wl 
rapidly 


gaining the better of the situation. Pa- 
trolman A. B. Moore arrived on the 
scene in n carriage and after a hard 
fight succeeded in subduing the boy 
and getting him to jail. 


After he was in a, cell Jed Informed 


the policeman that 
he 
would have 


blown up the 
house 
with dynamite 


had not his father appeared In time 
to prevent him. In the afternoon tho 
parents of the boy appeared before a 
justice of the peace to make applica- 
tion for his admission to the Insane 
hospital at Logansport. but being pre- 
vailed upon to visit him at the jail be- 
teri taking the necessary steps they 
found him as meek as a lamb, having 
recovered from 
the 
Insanity attack. 


The father then refused to take furth- 
er proceedings, but young Ferryman 
Is being held at the Jail for fear that 
he will again show violence. 


Jf he continues to be rational for 


the rest of the week It Is likely that 
he will be allowed to return home. The 
sudden appearance and the quick dis- 
appearance of the symptoms of Insan- 
ity are punzllng the local physicians 
who have been acquainted with the 
case.

While not feeling as well as 
he had been, Mr. Cassatt rose from 
his bed today, but clid not leave 
the 


room. 
Tho family was not alarmed, 


as he seemed 
to be in good spirits 


and no one had the slightest thought 
of his death. 
About 1 o'clock, while 


sitting on u chair, the 
final 
attach 


came. He was instantly rendered un- 
conscious and wh«>n 
his 
attending 


physician arrived he was found to be 
dead. 


Philadelphia Shocked. 


The news 
of President 
Cassatt's 


death came as a great shock to the 
citizens of Philadelphia, among whom 
he had lived for many years. That he 
was so near death was not believed by 
many who enjoyed intimate relations 
with him and his family and few at 
first credited the report. 


The best information the public had 


as to his condition was that he had a 
slight cold and was rapidly recovering. 
This information was given out Inst 
Monday. Nothing further could be 
learned of his condition until shortly 
before 2 o'clock today, when a tele- 
phone message was sent from his pri- 
vate office to the Associated Press an- 
nouncing his sudden de'ath. 


News Stopped Business. 


Few of the officers or the employes 


at the Broad street station knew of 
President Cassatt's death when it was 
made public and the news of his de- 
mise was quickly flashed back to the 
great building from all quarters for 
confirmation.

A larger body of men and boys were 
waiting outside, and when the pris- 
oner and his captors appeared they 
formed a procession and proceeded a 
short distance from the jail and hang- 
ed Leberg to a telegraph pole. 
The 


self-confessed murderer made no re- 
sistance and mnde no statement. 


The members offered no violence 


and no shots were fired during the en- 
tire affair. 


Before the mob reached the jail Le- 


berg heard them coming. 
He arose 


from his cot, dressed himself coolly 
and awaited them. The leader of the 
mob made no effort to disguise him- 
self and it is declared that the ring- 
leaders are known to the jail officials.

Richard T. Ely, head of the depart- 
ment of economics at the University of 
Wisconsin, is now studying the prob- 
lem of control of "swollen fortunes." 
He declares that President Roosevelt's 
plan for an inheritance tax would, if 
adopted, have a marked tendency up- 
| on redistribution of wealth within a 


i srnpration or two, but that this meth-

He infers that he will discuss the

Wealth." 


Two Lines of Procedure. 


Professor Ely in discussing the prob- 


lem said in part today: 


"How, as a matter of fact. Is this 


problem being attacked in the most 
enlightened nations 
of 
the world? 


There are two distinct, lines of pro- 
cedure. The first aims to exercise con- 
trol over the present methods of ac- 
quiring fortunes, as, for instance, by 
the taxation of franchise values.

some cases public ownership is beins 
resorted to. 
The idea is to control 


monopoly so as to give to all equality 
of opportunity.

procedure aims to correct in part re- 
sults of past errors.

achieved the most will contribute less

Discusses Labor Problems. 


A paper read by Professor Clark, of 


Columbia university, was a discussion 
of the relations between the price of 
labor and the cost of producing goods 
and the influence of competition and 
of monopoly as well as ot unorganized 
and organized labor upon the rate of 
wages. 


"Wages under any mode of adjust- 


ment," said Professor Clark, "are gov- 
erned by the product of marginal so- 
cial labor. 


"In making their contract for wages 


the workmen hold a strong position If 
It. is 
difficult, 
for 
their 
employer 


promptly to secure tho amount and the 
quality of labor which he needs by re- 
sorling to the general 
market. 
If 


workmen can strike and still maintain 
a quasi-ownership in their positions 
and forcibly repel other men who wish 
to occupy them they can sometimes 
secure pay which is In excess of the 
standard. 


"The workmen's power of coercion 


depends upon the toleration by the 
community of acts of violence. With 
the laws fully enforced tbe workmen 
who should strike would lose control 
of their positions. 
The toleration of 


violence by the local community is 
due to a fear lest the easy filling of 
tne vacated positions by necessitous 
men who make their bargain-individ- 
ually may result in a rate of wages 
that would be helow the normal stand 
ard. 


Sees Peril of Anarchy. 


"Without a. system of arbitration 


the community has to choose between 
allowing the presence of some unem- 
ployed men unduly to depress wages 
and allowing organized 
laborers to 


monopolize their positions and defend 
them by force. 
This latter alterna- 


tive means 
quasi-anarchy 
and fre- 


quently requires an appeal to the mil- 
itary power. 


"Force would play scarcely any part 


in the adjustment of wages if a law 
providing for the compulsory investi- 
gation of disputes between employers 
and employed 
required 
that 
work 


should go on while the investigations 
were in progress and should confirm

award, but should declare the tenure 
forfeited if the award should be re- 
jected. 
If this system were goner- 


ally introduced the condition of la- 
borers as a cla,ss would he much im- 
proved though the gains which a few 
secured by acts of violence would be 
forfeited." 


Must Aid Child Laborers. 


A paper on child labor was read by 


Samuel M. Lindsay, professor in the 
University of Pennsylvania and sec- 
retary of the national child labor com- 
mittee. He said: 


"The national government should do 


more to give its citizens in the sev- 
eral states more adequate Information 
concerning the extent of the ills of 
child labor which has so many rami- 
fications in matters of the greatest 
public concern, such as the 
public 


school, normal family life, the physi- 
cal efficiency of our racial stock and 
the moral and intellectual training of 
our citizenship." 


Dr. Lindsay 
condemned severely 


the recent action of tho National Civic 
Federation, which, he 
said, had at- 


tempted to discredit and minimize the 
statistics of 
child labor. This 
at- 


tempt, he declared, was palpably in- 
tended as an apology for employers 
who have resisted legif :tion to pro- 
tect childhood, violated existing agree- 
ments, evaded existing legislation and 
shown a lack of concern for the chil- 
dren of the nation.

Never before In the history of the 


United States has there been such au 
inflow of money into the treasury from 
the customs collectors. 


The customs receipts thus far in the 


fiscal year 
In 
round numbers have 


been $159,000,000. This is about $14,- 
000,000 more than receipts from cus- 
toms In the same period of the pre- 
ceding fiscal year. 


When the customs for the last fiscal 


year ran over the $300,000,000 mark 
there was much" comment over the 
way all prior records had been brok- 
en. At the rate the customs are re- 
turning revenue now the receipts will 
go about $30,000,000"ahead of the last 
fiscal year by June 30, 1907. 


Widespread 
general 
prosperity Is 


the cause ascribed by treasury offi- 
cials. 


Internal revenue receipts thus far in 


the fiscal year likewise have been 
heavy and have run about $10,000.000 
ahead of the receipts for the corres- 
ponding period last year. 


Altogether the government receipts 


have been 
over 
$30,000.000 heavier 


than they were in the same period of 
the last fiscal year, while expendi- 
tures have run along in about 
the 


same channel. 


All indications are that the fiscal 


year will end next June with a highly 
comfortable 
surplus, 
considerably 


larger than the surplus at the end of 
the last fiscal year. The situation is 
decidedly reassuring to those mem- 
bers of congress who are opposed at 
this time to any revision of the tariff 
or any modification of the revenue 
laws, particularly to such an import- 
ant step as is advocated by the presi- 
dent in the direction of taxes on in 
comes and inheritances.

Tens of Thousands Die of 


Whom No Record Is 


Obtainable. 


New 
York, 
Dec. 28.—Important 


steps are soon to be taken in this city 
and elsewhere to establish a system of 
compulsory and accurate records of 
the enormous number of persons who 
are annually killed and 
injured in 


America's vast 
army of industrial 


workers. In New York city alone the 
meagre records obtainable are start- 
ling. Considering the United States 
as a whole the death list from acci- 
dents and violence is far in excess of 
any other country in the world. 


In 1904 there were 4,162 persons 


killed in New York city through acci- 
dent and negligence, as shown by the 
report of the department of health, 
and these reports 
are incomplete. 


They are made up from reports of the 
coroners and are classified under such 
general heads as "falls," "vehicles," 
"horses," "wounds," 
"fractures," 
ao 


that without tracing back to the ac- 
tual slips sent in from the coroner's 
office, it is impossible to tell, in many 
cases, in what manner these persons 
came to their, deaths. 


For two weeks, beginning on Janu- 


ary 28. an exposition will be held in 
the American Museum of Natural His- 
tory, in this city, under the auspices 
of the American Institute of Social 
Service for the purpose ot studying 
'.and exhibiting safety devices for dan- 
gerous machinery, methods of indus- 
trial uygiene and to set in motion the 
movement to establish a more accu- 
rate record of industrial fatalities and 
accidents in all parts of the country 
At present Wisconsin is the only state 
in the union where any effort is made 
at official compilation of these statis- 
tics. 
, 


Cleveland Interested in Movement. 
In Europe there are several perma- 


nent museums of this character where 
experts are constantly studying how 
to safeguard industrial employes, and 
as a result' the percentage of death 
and injury from accidents has been 
greatly reduced. Former 
President 


Grover Cleveland and 
many other 


prominent and influential citizens ar-j 
Interested in this new movement. 


Dr. Josiah Strong, president of th-3 


American Institute of Social Science, 
makes some astonishing statements 
concerning the number of 
persons 


killed each year, largely as a result of 
carelessness In our Industrial occupa- 
tions. 


"In these piping times of peace," 


•aid he. "we in the United States 1:111 
In four years some eighty thousand 
persons, more than fell in'battle" and 
died of wounds during the four years 
of the civil war. We are killing more 
tnan twice as many every year as per- 
ished by violence In both the French 
and English armies during tho three 
years of the Crimean war. 


"There are more killed and wound- 


ed on our railroads every year than 
the entire losses of the Boer war on 
both sides in three years. We have 
industrial 
casualties enough every 


year to keep one conflict like our war 
with Spain going for twelve hundred 
years or twelve such wars going for 
one hundred years. Our peaceful vo- 
cations cost more lives every two days 
than were lost in battle during the 
entire Spanish war. 


"Imperfect records kept 
for nine 


months In New York city last year 
showed an average of nine 
violent 


deaths a day. or 2,555 for that period. 
In. 1905 the railroads of the United 
States killed 10,046 persons and in- 
jured S4.155 more. In 1899 the bureau 
of labor of this state attempted to 
gain as complete record as possible 
of all accidents for three months in 
the factories of the state. 


"Confessedly 
Incomplete 
reports 


Bhow.ed 1,822 accidents, and on this 
basis all the factories 
In the state 


would show 14,576 accidents in the 
year, but this number is undoubtedly 
far below the facts. Using this als:> 
as a basis for wider computation tt 
would show 232,000 employes killed or 
Injured in the factories alone in the 
United States each year. 


Vast Army Under Death Sentence. 
"From the best statistics obtaina- 


ble, we may say there are today 575,- 
000 persons in the United States un- 
der sentence of death to be executed 
at an unknown moment during the 
next ten years—1,100 next week and 
the same number every week until the 
•ghastly work is complete. An Intelli- 
gent and earnest effort would procure 
the reprieve of a multitude of these in- 
.nocent victims." 


Reports of the department of health 


of New York are not only incomplete 
In the matter of showing the deaths 
by violence and accident, but. they 
are extremely slow in reaching 
the 


public. For example, the annual re- 
port for the year 1905 Is not yet print- 
ed and the last quarter of the year 
1906 will not be completed for several 
weeks, maybe months. 


When they do appear they show 


some singular figures as contrasted 
with other relative facts. Although 
Coroner Shrady's 
investigation last 


June established 
to his satisfaction 


that scores ot men had been killed In 
the river tunnels from the "bends," 
or caisson disease, the reports of the 
board of health show only five deaths 
from this cause since 1902. Hundreds 
of the violence cases sent In by the 
coroners 
contain 
no history that 


would give actual cause of death and 
those are put down In the reports un- 
der the heading, "not. identified by 
coroner" 
and "not specified by cor- 


oner." 
Hundreds of men are killed In New 


York each year In building operations, 
but It Is not possible to get nn accur- 


ate list of these. In the last year 
many have been killed and Injured by 
dynamite explosions but the first three 
quarters of the 1906 report shows only 
five deaths from that cause. 


These reports, covering the period 


from January 1, 1906, to September 30, 
show some of the following interesting 
features of New York's life destroying 
activity. The railroads killed 400 per- 
sons; street vehicles, 235; automo- 
biles, 41; the subway, 14; electric cur- 
rent, 172. There were killed by falls, 
705; 
horses killed, 13, and 439 were 


drowned. 


Sunstrokes Go Unrecorded. 


Among the 4,162 persons who died 


in the city through accident and negli- 
gence in 1904, 685 were killed by falls, 
1,325 
were drowned, 399 died from 


fractures and contusions, 
vehicles 


killed 264 and 
railroads 
298. The 


same number died from suffocation by 
illuminating gas and 158 were poison- 
ed. During the whole year of 1904, 14 
persons were reported to have been 
killed by automobiles, 11 by bicycles, 
32 by horses and 264 by vehicles of all 
classes. 


Another 
singular feature of the 


board of health report is the record 
of death from sunstroke. While dur- 
ing each heated period of the sum- 
mer the police and hospital records 
often show hundreds of deaths in one 
week, the reports have only a few 
deaths under this classification. 
In 


1904 
there were only thirty-nine so 


given. The report for 1906 will show 
about one hundred cases. 


In the year 1905 out of 73,714 total 


deaths from all causes in the city. 3,- 
651 were caused by accident and neg- 
ligence. 
This was a falling off from 


the previous year's record of 4,162, 
but it is expected that the complete 
statistics for 1906 will be much larger 
than any other year's since these rec- 
ords were begun. 


As a result of the exposition that is 


to be held at the American Museum 
of Natural History, it is expected that 
an effort will be made to so revise the 
laws governing the New York board 
of health that an Intelligent record 
will be kept, and efforts will also be 
made to pass laws in every state mak- 
ing it compulsory on the part ot cor- 
porations and individual employers to 
give accurate reports of the persons 
killed and injured in their employ. 


It Is the contention of those leading 


this movement that a large percentage 
of the deaths and injuries are un- 
necessary and that they are due to the 
haste and greed of men who control 
the great Industrial activities ot the 
country.

Neat Appearance of Frocks 


Depends Largely Upon Pressing 


Pressing a garment is half of the 


making, and a nicely made gown will 
be ruined if it Is not properly pressed'. 
In the majority of ra«os the amateur 
dressmaker elthor allows the garment 
to become shiny or else the seaniB 
are not sufficiently pressed nnd have 
a, drawn look. All tills may be over- 
come If care is taken, and no doubt 
they 
will 
be 
surprised 
to 
learn 


that It Is the board on which the ma- 
terial is pressed that is all at fault. 


The Ironinc hnard should bo well 


padded: (o do this an old comforter 
should be used, and on top of this a 
couple of old blankets. These should 
be tacked along one edge of the under 
side of the board. 
Bo sure to use 


tanks that are sufficiently long to go 
well In the board, then stretch the 
comforter and blankets across the top 
and tack them fast along the other 
edge, underneath. This padding can 
remain on Indefinitely, so be sure t.> 
have it well 
stretched 
and 
(Irmly 


tacked. 


Old sheets make the best ironinc; 


cloths: double and pin securely to the 
blanket on each side of the board, or 
they may be sewed on 
with 
large 


stitches if preferred: but these cover- 
Ings muat 
be 
frequently changed, 


therefore pinning Is all that is really 
necessary. 
One will be well repaid 


for fixing an ironing or pressing board 
In this way. and seams may be firmly 
pressed on a board such as the one 
described 
without 
their becoming 


shiny. 


For pressing all dark materials it Is 


well to keep a cotton cover for that 
purpose alone, as colored 
materials 


are apt to stain. To press seams open, 
lay the right side of the material next 
the board and open the seam. Run a 
thimble filled with water up and down, 
allowing a small quantity of the water 
to remain all along the seam. 
Some 


women may prefer to use a spoon to 
dampen the seam with. Have a mod- 
erately hot Iron so as not to scorch 
the material and It is all important 
that the seam should be ironed until 
perfectly dry. Do not stretch the ma- 
terial, but hold the. seam that Is being 
pressed so there will be no danger of 
it puckering. 


• To press a hem, plaits or a large 


plain surface, take an old piece of cot- 
ton material (a pillow case would do) 
and, 
after placing the material to be 


pressed with 
the right 
side down, 


thoroughly wet the muslin and wring 
it out, place It smoothly over the ma- 
terial and iron until dry. If this is 
done to one part of a dress, all parts 
must he treated in the same way or it 
will be noticeable where It has been 
pressed. 


Trotting and Rocking Small 


Babies Oft Makes Indigestion

It takes more than 
one 
thing to ! 


make a baby strong, or keep it so !f 
it was born that way, but none Is more 
important than not' to over excite it. 
I am appalled at the risks 1 frequently 
see young mothers take with the ner- 
vous system of their infants by stimu- 
ating the little things with noises of 
various kinds, or by having it 
con- 


stantly in the presence of strangers. 
It is a great temptation, I know, to you 
young mothers to show your baby, es- 
pecially when it is the first, and fam- 
ily friends are most eager to see it, 
but refrain, or at least be moderate. 


A baby's brain Is a very delicate 


piece of mechanism, and positive treat- 
ment affects it decidedly one way or 
the other. The physical condition is 
apt to be directly in accord, or to be 
quite literal, a nervous baby is never 
physically strong. 
Given proper sur- 


roundings that will quiet and not ex- 
cite there will be no danger of a baby's 
developing Into a nervous and excita- 
ble child, a type that I grieve to say is 
Increasing. 


Do not think by quiet I mean keep- 


ing everything as still as a mouse 
and never letting the bab:' be among 
persons. An infant needs amusement 
and relaxation, but amusement doesn't 


mean taking it on your knees and trot- 
ting the digestive organs upside down. 
I know our foremothers trotted 
all 


their babies for generations, and we 
are a healthy race, but that doesn't 
follow that trotting Is the best thing. 
To the contrary, it may be really inju- 
rious, causing a disturbance that will 
prevent digestion, and 
this 
is true 


even some time after feeding. 


One of the best ways of amusing a 


baby alone is to put it on the floor and 
let it amuse itself. Only the simplest 
kinds of toys should be about, a soft 
ball, a rattle, a woolly dog, or the like. 
Complicated or elaborate toys for lit- 
tle children are a mistake, and an in- 
fant does not get as much pleasure as 
from a primitive thing. 


As baby will try to put everything 


into its mouth painted toys should not 
he encouraged, and wooly or soft ones 
must be strong enough not to tear eas 
ily, else the bite will be swallowed. 


A baby put on-the floor with a half 


dozen little things to play with will 
soon learn to amuse itself in the best 
possible way. It will not, however, II 
you play with It. A baby is tremen 
dously bright and soon learns to know 
who will amuse and who will not. And 
it will get all that is necessary without 
constantly helping it on.

Hospitality. 


Indianapolis. Inc].. Dec. 28.—Tippeca- 


noe and Vlgo counties como in for foac 
records with reference to the number ol 
persons admitted to the county Jails anc 
the Marlon county workhouse during the 
last year on n^eonnt of vagrancy, accord- 
Ing to tho annual report of tlie board of 
state charities. 
"Were It not for Tippecanoe nnrl Vigo 
counties, the number or such Inmates 
would not be especially striking." says 
the report. 
"These two counties, how- 
ever, have apparently a reputation for 
hospitality amongithe tramps, and In con- 
sequence they have far more to caro for 
than they should. 
Of the two. Tlppe- 
canoe is the greater offender. 
Its an 
nual average number of tramps for the 
last five years Is 705: that of Vigo 364. 
"The whole number of tramps reported 
from all the jails and the Marlon counts 
workhouse for the twelve months ending 
October 31. 1906. Is 3.379, all but Blxty-om 
of whom were men and boys. This tota 
includes both those who were given lodg 
ing and those who were arrested am 
placed In Jail by regular process of law 
Their expense to tho different countiei 
for fees and board alone amount to $5.

Review of 1906 and Announcement for 


Bulletin No. 475.—New York, December 8th, 1906. 


To the Field Force. 
' 


GENTLEMEN: 


It is our custom to address you each year at the time of 


our annual Superintendents' Convention. Usually this is held 
about the middle of January, and the topic of the Bulletin is 
naturally the Annual Statement of the Company. This year 
the Superintendents meet, in convention the middle of Decem- 
ber, and obviously the record of the year is not made up, and 
it would be premature to set. forth the progress of the Com- 
pany in its business and finances. 
We" shall have something 


very pleasant to say to you before we close about what you 
have accomplished: but our immediate object is to tell you 
about our plans for next year. 


IXDl'STRIAt DEPARTMENT. 


You have known from numerous addresses, both oral and 


written, what our ambition has been for years in the Indus- 
trial part of our business. 
You will bear us witness that our 


treatment of the policy-holders has been one o£ progressive 
liberality ever since the present administration of the Com- 
pany began. 
The very first year of its incumbency paid-up 


policies—theretofore unknown to Industrial Insurance in this 
country—were announced; and every year since then some- 
thing has been done for Industrial policy-holders beyond any 
promise made in the policies. 
Bulletin No. 195 set forth 


these concessions and bounties up to its date and since then 
the successive years have been marked by progressive gifts 
and benefits offered to policy-holders; and this year the Com- 
pany has been disbursing the enormous sum of about two mil- 
lions of dollars in voluntary dividends upon non-participating 
Industrial policies: bringing the total amount of unpromised 
dividends in twelve years to about ten millions of dollars to In- 
dustrial policy-holders in the form of dividends on premiums, 
dividends on death claims and increases of benefits upon ex- 
isting policies. 


We have been enabled to accomplish this work all these 


years by steady improvements in business methods, by steady 
extensions of business territory, by steady additions to insur- 
ance In force, by watchfulnes in writing and taking care of 
business, resulting in a decreasing 
death rate, 
decreasing 


lapse rate and decreasing expense rate. These improvements 
we have announced to you from year to year; but perhaps 
from this very fact—their gradual, steady progresslveness— 
you have failed to grasp their full significance. 
Yet year by 


year we have told you our aim—to reduce expenses, to im- 
prove the death rate, to better the policies, to distribute the 
surplus, so that, each year a larger proportionate amount could 
be returned to policyholders and a smaller 
proportionate 


amount used in expenses. 


Within the last, few years our disbursements for death 


claims have been so continuously and markedly less in pro- 
portion to income and our improvements in ratio of expenses 
shown so steady an improvement, that, we thought the time 
had come to make a scientific resurvey. so to speak, of the 
technical features of the business. 
We have made Investiga- 


tions into our mortality and drawn off into various periods our 
experience of mortality. The mortality tables upon which our 
present, tables are founded were taken from the experience of 
1890-1894. 
A comparison of this with tables taken from the 


experience of other periods has shown a steady improvement 
-in mortality. In the case of children the result is really 
startling. 
Take, for Instance, age two next birthday. 
Our 


present table shows 49.3 deaths per thousand; a table ISflfi- 
1905 shows but. 36.9; age three the figures are respectively 
32 and 24.3; age five 16 and fl.8; age ten "5.5 and 3.8. and this 
improvement runs through the Infantile table. 
As to adults 


there is also a marked improvement. 


These facts convince us that the tlraei has- come to con- 


struct new tables of benefits founded u-pon our experience of 
1896-1905; and we are confirmed in our conviction by the 
fact that a table drawn from the years 1901-1905 shows a 
better experience than that of the full decade. 
And it. seems 


to us just to base these tables upon the experience of white 
lives: and to give benefits based upon the improvement which 
we feel certain is permanent. 
How great, this improvement 


is we illustrate by a few figures comparing the table upon 
which our present, benefits are based with a table of white 
lives for the last ten years. Deaths per thousand: age two next 
birth day 49^3 reduced to 34.7; age three 32 to 22.5; age four 
21 5 to 13.2; age five 16 to 9.5-: age ten 5.5 to 3.4; age twenty 
10.5 to 7.1: age thirty 15.7 to 11.1; ageiforty 19.3 to 14.3. 
The other element besides mortality Involved in a table of 
benefits is of course the expense. As you know, our ratio'of 
expense to premium income has been 'falling for some years; 
this year the reduction has been phenomenal and will reach, 
we think, by the end of the year, three per cent! This alone 
means a saving of nearly one and a half millions of dollars! 
We shall show a lower ratio of expense for 1906 than has 
been experienced by any Industrial company in the world. 


One other element goes into the construction, of tables of 


benefits- and that is the maturity of the policies. When we 
made up our present table we were convinced that the public 


wasenamoured of endowments. Our Industrial business has been 
issued for ten years, as you know, mainly upon Endowment 
tables—Increasing Life and Endowment policies and Twenty- 
year Endowments forming a very large proportion, in some 
the advantages and concessions which we can afford to give 
and which the public have a right to expect. The surrender 
years over 90 per cent, of our total business. 
One disadvan- 


tage of this table has been that it largely increased the re- 
serve. 
Our children's Increasing Life and Endowment policies 


have been endowments payable after periods of 47 years and 
upwards according to ag« at issue. 
Compared with the Whole 


Life tables issued by other companies these have made neces- 
sary the accumulation of an increase of many millions of dol- 
lars in reserve. ' Unthinking persons come to tho conclusion 
that this piles up the w-enlth of the Company, forgetting that 
along with the increase of assets runs the increase of liabilities, 
and that the wealth of a company consists in its sin-plus: and 
completely overlooking the remarkable fact that we have de- 
liberately kept down our surplus to about, ten per cent, of our 
assets by annual distributions of the excess of surplus earned 
to the policy-holders who contributed to V. 
Public opinion 


has changed and now cares more for death benefits than en- 
dowments. We are in business to please the public. We have 
a good deal of evidence that. Ordinary Life and Limited Pay- 
ment Life contracts are thought preferable to Endowments. 
We have resoh'ed therefore to discontinuo our Increasing Life 
and Endowment policies, which were designed to meet the 
public demand formerly existing, and which were, we believe, 
the first tables ever really scientifically constructed for Indus- 
trial policies. 
Our new Industrial policies will therefore be 


Whole Life contracts. 
But. we think that as to these there 


are signs of a. belief on the part of the public that payment, of 
premiums ought, to cease with old age. It is hard for people 
to see what to any mathematician is self-evident, that in life 
insurance the companies are enabled to pay the policies in 
full on lives of those who. die soon after insurance only by 
the receipt of premiums from those who live out. and beyond 
their expectations: and that the apparent hardship up-~r. those 
who live long is only the contribution to the unfortunate which 
is the essential basis of life insurance. 
However, it Is possi- 


ble of course to make tables for limited payments, arid the 
problem is therefore to fix an age that shall not be so young 
as to raise the premiums or (what, is the same in Industrial 
insurance where the unit, is tho premium and not the amount 
of insurance) to reduce tho benefits unduly: and on the other 
hand to fix the age not so old that the benefits of the limits of 
payment of premiums shall be lost. We have fixed age 75 as tho 
limit of payment of premiums because nt. that age we are en- 
abled to only slightly reduce the benefits during lite and be- 
cause we have not received many complaints of the necessity 
of paying premiums up to that age. 
And tri the occasional 


complaint that "people never live to surb old age." we may 
answer that In lOOfi we shall have voluntarily, as matter of 
grace, paid about 2,700 claims as Rntlmrmcnts on policies is- 
sued as Whole 1Atf. on persons reaching age SO after paying 
premiums for 15 years orjover. 


Constructing a. table of benefits upon these four princi- 


ples—Whole Life instead of Endowments; our recent mortal- 
ity experience instead of our old: n. loading proportioned to 
our reduced expenses: and the payment of premiums ceasing 
after age 75—we shall put forth for 1907 new tables in the 
Industrial department which are better than any company 
has heretofore issued and hotter than we have ever before this 
felt It safe to Issue. 


The most, striking change Is In the Infantile table, because 


there we substitute Life tables with payment of premiums 
limited to age 75 for our comparatively short Increasing En- 
dowment, tables now in use; and are therefore enabled to pay 
in benefits what we have been compelled to hold as reserve 
'liability upon the endowment features. 


Onr new Infantile tahlos will pay nearly as much in 


death benefits for a weekly premium of flvo cents as we liavo 
heretofore paid for u weekly premium of ten rents. 
It is of 


course understood that the law fixes a maximum of benefits 
payable upon children and this we cannot, exceed. 
We have 


therefore increased the benefits at the later ages for persist- 
ence. Thus at age two at. entry the benefit in case of death at 
age nine is $173, while the benefit at age three at entry dying 
at. age nine is f 169, and the benefit at age four at. entry dying 
at age nine is $165, and so on. 
This is a recognition of the 


additional years for which premiums have been paid by those 
entering at earlier ages when death occurs at. the same age. 
It, follows from this large increase of benefits for five cents 
that hereafter no policy will he issued under the Infantile 
tables for a total premium of more than five cents. 
And to 


meet a desire for less insurance, especially in large families, 
we have a table with proportionate benefits for a weekly prem- 
ium of three cents. 


Our Adult tables show an "increase of benefits for the 


same premium based strictly upon our tables of mortality. At 
age ten the increase is 12% per cent, over our present. Life 
table and nearly 18 per cent, over our Increasing Life and En- 
dowment, table. At age 20 the Increase is over nine per cent. 
and over 23 per cent, respectively: at age 30 the increase is 
nearly six per cent, and nearly 20 per cent, respectively; at 
age 40 the increase is two per cent, and over 13 per cent, re- 


spectively, and so ori. And in comparing these tables with our 
present Whole Life tables (and with those of most of the other 
Industrial companies) it must not be forgotten that these old 
tables provide for payment of premium during the whole of 
life, while under our new tables payment of premiums censes 
at age 75. 


We have increased the immediate benefits under all of 


these policies in accordance with the rule we made retroactive 
this year, to halt-benefits during the first six months and full 
benefits thereafter. 


We have introduced into all of these policies new features 


in the way of surrender values. 
Paid-up policies will 
be 


granted after three years instead of five: extended insurance 
will be granted after three years at the option of the holder; 
and cash surrenders will be paid after ten years. The policies 
will be in new and attractive forms, with three pages instead 
of two. in order to set forth all of the concessions, making the 
rights of the policy-holders so plain that any one will be able 
to tell what he is entitled to. 
And the whole contract will be 


expressed in Ihe policy, doing away entirely with the necessity 
of a copy of the application, using the form in this respect for 
all policies which wo adopted many years ago for policies un- 
der $300. 


OKI.MNARY DEPARTMENT. 


One of the most, striking results of the Armstrong Investi- 


gation was the adoption of a provision restrictinK expenses for 
the first year of the life of the policy. And what, is most in- ' 
teresting as well as complimentary lo the METUOl'OMTAN 
is the fact, which appeared in Ihe newspaper discussion at 
the time of the adoption of the report and bills, that this re- 
striction by law was justified by tlio experience of this Com- 
pany in the matter of expense as shown by an analysis of its 
annual reports. 
It. Is true (hat. thi" Company kept, its ex- 


penses almost, within the limit prescribed by th» new statute. 
But the statute is a penal one and %vc cannot, run any risk 
of over-running the limit nf expense. This necessitates a re- 
duction of commissions, but the reduction will bu very much 
less than that made necessary by the companies issuing par- 
ticipating policies. 
This Company will not issue after this 


year any other than non-partiripjitiiis policies. 
In fact, in the 


true sense of the term wo have not issued any other for nearly 
fifteen years; for, as we have often explained, the Interme- 
diate and Special Class policies were based upon stock or a 
non-participating loading and 
the 
dividends promised. 
If 


earned, were expected to be derived from the mortality. These 
policies were entirely novel and we had little experience to 
guide us. The Intermediate policies were based upon our In- 
dustrial table of mortality and were designed for Industrial 
risks who could afford to pay annual 
Instead of weekly 


premiums; and the mortality of such a class could not be fore- 
told. The Special Class policies were for sub-standard risks as 
to which the mortality could not be accurately predicted. 
What we undertook to do was to pay back to tho policy- 
holders the gain from such improvement in mortality over the 
expected as should be actually experienced. 
As participating 


policies are based upon a higher or so-called mutual loading 
out of-which dividends are expected to be earned, we claim 
that, our Intermediate and Special Class policies based upon 
a stock loading ~-cro in principle non-participating. All of 
our other policies In the Ordinary Department worn by their 
terms non-participating. The law has justified us in the prin- 
ciples we adopted fifteen years ago, and today the Armstrong 
laws and the similar ones prepared for other States are a vin- 
dication of the METROPOLITAN principles in which you have 
been trained. 
We have now an experience of Intermediate 


and Special Class risks which enable us to prepare non- 
participating tables. 
The tables of premiums as to these poli- 


cies have heretofore been completely readjusted. 
We think 


you will find them most attractive. 


We realize that, we shall henceforth have more competi- 


tion In non-participating policies. Other companies have an- 
nounced their piirposo to restrict, their issue to this form. We 
have therefore thought It in your interest, as well as our. own 
and in the interest of the public, which is superior to both, to 
use a part, of the reduction of commission to effect some re- 
duction of premium. New tables have been prepared which we 
think will be attractive to our customers .and which therefore 
will be profitable to you. In adjusting these commissions we 
have thought it. only just to restore to the Superintendents an 
Interest in them which we were compelled to withdraw a. few 
years ago and which you remember the Vice-Presideut prom- 
ised at. tho time to restore when we should be able to arrange 
it. 
And we have also recognized the good work of Assistant 


Superintendents by giving them an Interest in the work of 
their agents. 
We realize that, the duties of Superintendents 


and Assistants Include the instruction and training of Indus- 
trial agents in the work of the Ordinary Department. 
We 


want all of our agents to be all-around insurance men. Our 
Superintendents and assistants have imposed upon them as a. 
duty the supervision, the constant help and encouragement 
and the education of their agents. We have made it an in- 
terest, as well as a duty. 


Our new policies will be found most attractive in form 


and even more attractive in substance. 
They contain all of 


values will be found to be generous and take the optional 
forms of extended Insurance, paid-up insurance and cash. 


They are the standard forms of the New York Department, 
the work of experts which lias legislative approval. They are 
as plain to the understanding as they can be made. 
We have 


discontinued many plans as unnecessary. We shall issue Or- 
dinary Life, Limited Payment, Endowment, and Term plans; 
and we have applied for permission and hope to issue In addi- 
tion three plans which the public have stamped with their 
approval — namely, the Optional Life or Endowment, under a 
new name, the Modified Endowment, with Life Option: 
the 


Guaranteed Dividend, also under a new and more descriptive • 
name, the Guaranteed Increased Endowment: and the Reduced 
Premium Life under its new name. Life with Reduced Premium 
after 20 Years. 


Gentlemen, we are entitled to say that the Armstrong In- 


vestigation was a vindication of the methods and practices of 
the METROPOLITAN LIFE. 
The Armstrong laws are in 


many respects a distinct recognition o£ the work we have dona 
together these many years. See that you appreciate this fact 
to the utmost. Show that you do by making the year 1907 
an unexampled year for the issue of more policies, for larger 
insurance, for greater gain, for less lapses and not-takens, at 
a less expense, at a greater return to policy-holders than you 
have ever done. Live up to your blessings. Show that you ap- 
preciate the reward which the Legislature has conferred upon 
your good work of the past!
